1. WE SAW MACINNES, DEPUTY CHIEF WESTERN EUROPEAN 
DEPT., FCO, THIS MORNING AND MADE DEMARCHE AS 
INSTRUCTED REFTEL. HAVING JUST RECEIVED WORD FROM 
THE BRITISH EMBASSY IN BONN THAT THE FRG HAD NO 
OBJECTION TO PROPOSED ACTION BY US, MACINNES SAID 
BRITISH WOULD PROBABLY MAKE STATEMENT IN SAME DEBATE 
TOMORROW ECHOING US STATEMENT IN MINOR KEY. HE SAID 
THAT BRITISH MISSION AT UN HAD ARGUED FOR POSTPONING 
SUCH A STATEMENT UNTIL LATER IN UNGA SESSION-A 
POSITION WITH WHICH MACINNES PERSONALLY AGREED— 

BUT IN VIEW OF "DOMESTIC PRESSURES" IN UK, US ACTION 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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IN SPEAKING OUT TOMORROW WOULD IMPEL BRITISH TO 
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FOLLOW SUIT. 

2. MACINNES HAD BEEN INFORMED BY BRITISH EMBASSY BONN 
THAT FRENCH WOULD NOT REPEAT NOT MAKE ANY STATEMENT 
ON CLAIMS AT ANY TIME DURING UNGA SESSION. BRITISH 
READINESS TO GO AHEAD APPARENTLY UNAFFECTED BY 
FRENCH DECISION. 
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
